France Wins in Parley at 
London; to Stay in Ruhr 
Another Year. 


London. — Germany 
accepted the 
F rench term s for the evacuation of 
the R uhr through her delegates here 
a fte r obtaining slight textual changes, 
it is understood. 
The French are to 
stay in the R uhr another year. 
The day was one of excitement. 
In 
th e course of the afternoon the Ger­ 
m an representatives received from Ber­ 
lin a 7,000-word report of a special 
cabinet meeting. 
The message A as 
in a special code in the possession of 
Chancellor Marx and was decoded by 
birn. A visit of the Germ ans to Down­ 
ing street followed early in the eve­ 
ning, and Marx and Stressem an con­ 
ferred for more than an hour with 
P rim e Minister MacDonald and Am­ 
bassador Kellogg. 


Was Disappointment. 
This last appeal proved something 
of a disappointment, as tile Englishman 
and the American, It Is understood, 
joined in representing to them Hie ad­ 
vantages of acceptance of the French 
proposal, 
trusting 
that 
late 
events 
would force a reconsideration of the 
evacuation date at a late time. 
T he Germ ans tried to strike a bar­ 
gain over the forthcoming loan, asking 
A m bassador Kellogg and Prem ier Mac­ 
Donald to guarantee that 
it would 
be raised. 
The British and American 
statesm en replied, however, that they 
w ere powerless to do this, the m atter 
being solely in the hands of the bank­ 
ers, who, after arrangem ents have been 
made here, must decide whether or not 
the loan Is practicable and safe. 
In addition to the furls and towns 
which Prem ier Herriot said the Fran- 
co-Belgian forces were prepared 
to 
quit, he told Chancellor Marx that 
they would leave other places within 
a few months if the Germans fulfilled 
all their obligations. 


Asked Notes Be Added. 
General Nod et. French minister of 
war, sat at the conference between the 
French premier and Doctor Marx. The 
Germans asked that DueseUlorf, Duis­ 
burg and Ruhrort he evacuated imme­ 
diately, and that a promise be given 
that the decision covering these evacu­ 
ations should be embodied in notes, 
which should be appended to the pro­ 
tocol. 
The French insisted upon free im­ 
port into Germany from Alsace of cot­ 
ton goods, wines and iron and steel 
products, and tile Germans showed a 
willingness to agree to this.

Sign Annexes August 30. 
Four annexes were only initialed, 
but it was agreed in the protocol that 
all powers will assemble in London 
on August 30 to sign the annexes as 
now drawn without change. 
This Is 
merely a formality to comply with the 
wishes of Premier Herriot and Chan­ 
cellor Marx, so they can get the for­ 
mal consent of their parliaments. 
The signing followed a meeting of 
the allied delegates, which merged into 
a plenary session on the arrival of the 
Germans. 
A few minor details were 
disposed of nnd the documents were 
carefully checked word b ’ word by 
all the delegates, after which an hour 
was spent speeehmaking. 
Mr. MacDonald paid high tribute to 
the industry and earnestness of the 
delegates and congratulated them en 
tile successful accomplishment of the 
work they had come to London to do, 
nnd which now all must unite in work­ 
ing to ma e fruitful for good. 


“ First Real Peace Treaty." 
“Maybe we have not been able to

Famous “Devil s" Bible 
Put Before the Camera 
Stockholm.—One of the most re­ 
markable* books in the world, called 
“the 
Devil’s 
Bible” 
and also 
Hie 
“giant 
of 
books,” 
has 
just 
been 
brought out of its hiding place in the 
royal library of Stockholm, following 
a request for a photostat copy, from 
the city of Prague, where it was cap­ 
tured at the Swedish conquest in 1G4S. 
It was written 800 years ago, and 
legend says that it was completed dur- j 
ing a single night by a monk who was 
doomed to die. He had to have as- I 
sistance from the devil, however, and 
in gratitude made a full page por­ 
trait of him, horns, cloven hoofs, and 
all, which has ever since remained in 
the Bible. 
The book is probably the largest 
Bible in the world, the pages being 
a yard high by a. foot and a half wide. 
It is written on 309 parchment sheets, 
for which, according to tradition, IOO 
donkey hides were required. 
The let­ 
tering is beautifully illuminated in 
gold and bright colors. 
The “Devil’s Bible” when brought 
to Sweden was presented to Queen 
Kristina, the daughter of Gustavus 
Adolphus, along with a unique and 
priceless book, the Codex Argentous, 
I or “Silver Bible.” The name was giv- 
! en to the book because it is bound 
in covers of heavy wrought silver. 
The letters of the text are in silver 
I and gold, stamped on purple parch­ 
ment. 
The “Silver Bible,” which is 
about 1,400 years old, is a translation 
I of the four gospels made by Bishop 
Ulfilas, and is considered invaluable 
because it contains virtually all the 
extant writing in the Gothic language. 
It is now preserved at Upsala univer-

In repairing harness by stitching 
the pieces together, a waxed harness 
thread must be built up from pieces

The waxed thread is made by first 
rolling about five feet of shoe thread 
on the knee to take out the twist and 
make it break with long, ragged ends

Enough 
strands 
or 
pieces of shoe thread are broken to 
build up the harness thread and when 
these strands are assembled the ends 
are staggered, that is, the end of each 
strand is placed 
about two 
inches 
short of the preceding one so that 
both ends of the built-up thread will 
have a 
slender taper that can 
be 
pulled through the eye of the needle 
easily. 
After the strands are laid together, 
the center of the built-up thread is 
thrown over a hook or nail in the 
wall, the two free ends of it waxed, 
the 
strands twisted 
into 
a 
single 
thread 
and 
the 
remainder 
of 
the 
thread 
then 
waxed thoroughly. 
A 
needle 
is put on each

U. of I. Cows Pace Setters 
The first Illinois cow to produce a 
thousand pounds of butter in a year 
was bred and developed by the col­ 
lege of agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois. 
When this record was broken 
and an additional hundred pounds of 
butter added to the thousand it was 
another cow in the college herd that 
turned the trick. 
The record tor the 
state now stands at 1,200 pounds of 
butter with a third animal in the insti­ 
tution’s herd playing the leading role 


and setting the pace for the state’s 
dairy cows. 
This feat of the college 
herd in establishing three successive 
state records by three different cows 
is considered by dairymen of the col­ 
lege as a striking example of what the 
farmer and dairymen can do toward 
building up a high producing herd 
through the use of recommended and 
practical methods. 
All told the college herd has es­ 
tablished 17 state and two world’s 
records in milk and butterfat produc­ 
tion. 
Chief among tile high produc­ 
ing and well bred animals in the 
herd is mini Dulcina DeKol, a [lure 
bred Holstein, the cow that now holds 
the state record in milk and butter­ 
fat production over cows of all ages 
and breeds with a record of 24,313.2 
pounds of milk and 1,245.21 pounds 
of butterfat put into the milk pail in 
a year. 
Three two-year-old Holstein heifers 
in the herd have just completed year­ 
ly records averaging 18,007.4 pounds 
of milk and 589,48 pounds of milk and 
aside from being high producers are 
cows of outstanding type and con­ 
formation. 
Two Guernsey cows have 
made more than 700 pounds of butter­ 
fat in a year. 
The herd is composed of approxi­ 
mately 120 animals and includes out­ 
standing representatives of the Hol­ 
stein, Ayrshire, Guernsey, and Jersey 
breeds. 
It Is kept primarily to fur­ 
nish specimens for student judging 
work, although feeding tests also are 
made with the animals. 
Every year 
from 300 to 400 students take ad­ 
vantage of their opportunity to work 
over these animals in the class room. 
Feeding experiments being conducted 
with the pure bred herd include a 
comparison of soy beans and cotton­ 
seed meal for milk production, an­ 
other comparison of sunflower silage 
and corn silage for milk production 
and a study of the use of self-feeders 
for dairy cattle. 
In the experimental herd, of about 
SO head, pure bred Holsteins are be­ 
ing mated with pure bred Guernseys 
in a study of the inheritance of dairy 
qualities, such as quality and quantity 
of milk. 
Several more years will be 
needed in which to complete this test, 
however, 
Just recently several additions have 
been made to the college herd. 
In­ 
cluded among these additions Is a new 
Jersey sire, Leda’s Magician, which 
was sired by a bull which took a 
grand championship at the National 
Dairy show. 
The dam of Leda’s Ma­ 
gician is a sister to the grand cham­ 
pion cow at the National Dairy show 
in 1922 and 1923. 
Caviller’s Ace of Hearts, an Ayr­ 
shire bull, also has been added to 
the herd to take the place of a sire 
recently sold to another institution. 
This bull Is out of the grand cham­ 
pion heifer at one of the Ayrshire 
society shows in Boston and is sired 
by the grand champion Ayrshire null 
at the 1922 National Dairy show. 
An 
Ayrshire 
cow, 
Willowmoor 
Classy, also has just been added to 
the herd to take the place of another 
animal which died and furnish a type 
Ayrshire cow for the herd.

Y ields of Ordinary Corn Not 
Boosted by Crossing 
There is little or no 
chance for 
swelling the 
yield of ordinary 
va­ 
rieties of 
corn by simply 
crossing 
them together, according to tile re­ 
sults of a five-year experiment made 
by the college of agriculture. 
How­ 
ever, some benefits from crossing may 
be expected with varieties that have 
deteriorated through inbreeding, the 
tests indicate. 
“Claims 
have 
been 
made 
which 
would lead farmers to believe that 
an almost sure way to boost the pro­ 
ductiveness of their corn is to cross 
together different varieties and use 
the seed of the first generation of the 
cross. 
This belief is based on what 
seems to be a rather generally pre­ 
vailing principle in nature known as 
the invigorating effect of hybridiza­ 
tion, Dr. L. H. Smith, a member of 
the college agronomy department, said 
In discussing the experiment. 
“In order to Fest this matter the 
experiment 
station 
of 
the 
college 
mad* a five-year experiment Iii which 
seed of several of the best known 


standard varieties of corn was ob­ 
tained from different corn breeders. 
\\ ith this seed several cross combina­ 
tions were made in which Reid’s Yel­ 
low Dent served as the pollen, or male 
parent, and such varieties as Boone 
County White, Learning, Silvermlne 
and others were used as the pistil, or 
female parent. 
“These crosses were produced anew 
each year and every year the seed 
was planted alongside seed of tho 
corresponding parent varieties so that 
a 
comparative yield test could 
be 
made. 
“Among the jesuits of all the~tests 
during the five years there were a 
few cases in which a cross yielded 
more than its parent, but in the large 
majority of cases one or the other of 
the parents outfielded the cross. 
“In a second series of tests some 
experimental varieties which had un-, 
dergone considerable inbreeding were 
intercrossed among themselves and iii 
this case the effect was altogether 
different. 
In a majority of cases the 
crosses gave larger yields than their 
corresponding parent varieties.’*
